Than One-Tenth of Its W e ig h t- 
Cost of Marketing.

Since horses use their 
weight in 
pulling they should be loaded in pro­ 
portion to their weight, and observers 
are agreed tha t for hauls over coun­ 
try roads a horse is properly loaded 
when exerting a pull on the traces 
equal to one-tenth of his weight. 
For 
a 
team 
of 1.600-pound 
horses 
this 
would be exerting a pull of 320 pounds 
and if it requires a 
140-pound pull 
to haul a ton on an average 
level 
country road they would haul about 
21-3 tons. 
In order to haul this load 
up a 6 per cent, grade they 
would 
have to exert a pull equal 
to 
one- 
fourth their weight, which is an ex­ 
haustive pull and should not be much 
exceeded, especially if the hill is long. 
If the hill had a IO per cent, grade the 
load would have 
to 
be reduced to 
1,690 pounds or nearly three tons less 
in order to keep 
the 
pull 
up the j 
grade equal to one-fourth th e weight ; 
of the horses. 
Statistics show* that 
it costs over 
20 cents per ton-mile to market farm 
products, so that if the distance to 
market was five miles It would cost 
$1 to market a ton when 
the 
road 
is level or contains not more than a 
6 per cent, grade. 
Assuming that Is would take as long 
to haul the small load of 1,600 pounds 
necessitated by the IO per cent, grade 
as it does to haul the larger load, the 
cost of marketing a ton would be In­ 
creased to $2.25, or an increase of 
$1 25 because of the trade.

R a ile s Vance Writes About the Philippines. 


To my friends in W ise c ounty. 
I have received several letters since 
I left asking about the Philippi0®8 
and about my work here 
I am writ­ 
ing you this through the good old 
Messenger to let you know that I 
have 
been teaching here fo“ rtee“ 
weeks. Teaching here is about like it 
is in Texas, the schools heieg o rg a n ­ 
ized much along the same plan. 
I he 
children are very anxious to learn, 
and are very obedient to us. 
Things 
are 
absolutely peaceable 
here: it is safer to walk around here 
at night than it is in the large cities 
of the United States. Very few men 
are ever held up fop their money, 
When the Filipinos meet Americans 
on the .rreetsto ey very often tip teeir 


* b a ts, Most of the A m e r i c a n s here are 
government employees. 
Of course 
-here is a great deal of talk about in­ 
dependence. but some of the

We are now having the rainy season, 
the dry season lasting from March 
until .Tune. Then is when we have our 
vacation. 
There are several newspapers and 
magazines published in the P hilip­ 
pines. 
W e, therefore, have connec­ 
tion with the outside world. There 
are several dailies published in Ma­ 
nila. It takes the news sometimes a 
little longer to get here, but we get it. 
Of course the more im portant news 
the papers get by cablegram s. 
M e 
had a paper published on the boat 
while I was coining over. They got 
their news by wireless telegrams. 
The 
government is establishing a number 
of wireless stations here in the I bib 
ippines. 
Most of the telegraph lines 
here are owned by the government. 
Our money here is different from 
what it is in the United States, but a 
dollar goes at its face value here. 
Our money is the Peso, which equals 
one half dollar: the smaller denom i­ 
nations are centavos: one hundred 
centavos equals one peso. 
It costs 
four centavos to send a letter from 
here to the United States but two cen­ 
tavos will carry a letter anywhere in 
the Philippine Islands. 
The stamps 
are 
different hut I think they are 
made in M anila; our money, I have 
heard, is made in the United States. 
Americans are sure looked after 
over here. 
I believe an American 
could come here and say nothing to 
the postoffice authorities in M anila 
about his mail and he would get it. 
They have our records in a number 
of places. 
We get free medical tre a t­ 
ment in Manila and Cebu at the gov­ 
ernment ho sp itals. I hope none will 
feel disappointed that I did not ans­

LESSON FOR NOVEMBER 3. 


THE SIGN AND THE LEAVEN. 


LESSON TEXT—Mark S ill-* 
GOLDEN 
TEXT—“Jeaus 
spake 
unto 
them. saying, I am the 
L I? , 
world: 
He that followeth Me shall not 
walk In the darkness, but shall have the 
light of life.*'—John 8:12 R- v 


In order properly to understand this 
lesson we ought to study car®,'tl * 
the parallel passage In Matthew 
to 16:12, also to read carefully John 
8:12 to 82. 
The persistent Pharisees 
were ever upon his track seeking to 
find wherein to accuse him. 
Claim­ 
ing to come from and to represent the 
Father, they ask Jesus to show them 
a sign from heaven. 
Turning upon 
them, he says, “You observe the con­ 
dition of the sky and foretell what 
weather to expect the coming day 
and yet you cannot discern the sign 
of the times.” 
As though to say 
I 
have come and performed those things 
that have been prophesied of me as 
the Messiah and yet you cannot read 
in my life the fulfillment of these 
signs of my office.” 
In 
Luke 12. 
54-56 Jesus 
makes a similar state­ 
ment: “When ye see a cloud in the 
west, straightway ye say, there com­ 
eth a shower; and so it cometh to 
pass- 
. . Ye hypocrites, ye know 
how to interpret the face of the earth 
and the heaven; but how is it th 
ye know not how to interpret this 
time?” 
Hts Ideal. 
Their question involved a sugges­ 
tion that his works might be account­ 
ed for in many ways other than the 
rightful 
interpretation 
(John 10:37, 
38), but their demand was for some 
particular demonstration. 
They were 
not looking for a spiritual manifesta­ 
tion and so far at their request he 
sighed, because they did not conform 
to his ideal; he rebuked them by tell­ 
ing them that their wickedness should 
have one sign that would be an eter­ 
nal seal upon his deity. 
Reaching the other side of the lake, 
the disciples realize their hunger and 
discover th at they have but one loaf 
of bread among them. 
Je-sus seizes 
the occasion to warn them of the evil 
which he had combated with the 1’kar- , 
isees whom they had just left. 
I 
If anyone has any question as to 
the scriptural teaching upon the sub- I 
lect of heaven, this passage ought to j 
answer their query. 
Mark tells us 
that Jesus w arns them against the ; 
leaven of the Pharisees and of Herod 
while Matthew records the leaven of ! 
the Pharisees and of the Sadducees. j 
There is no difference in the two, for | 
Herod 
belonged to the 
Sadducees. 
There was, however, quite a differ- ( 
ence between these two parties. The I 
teaching of the Pharisees laid great j 
emphasis upon the ceremonial observ­ 
ance of the law and the traditions of 
the elders. The Sadducees laid great 
emphasis upon the denial of the su­ 
pernatural, they did not believe in 
the resurrection from the dead. Th«r® 
was this in common, however, that 
they both substituted the false for 
the true. 
Answer to the Quest! oif. 
The misunderstanding of this warn­ 
ing upon the part of the disciples 
was a common occurrence and con­ 
tinued until after Pentecost. 
In this 
case, however, Jesus tells them plain­ 
ly why they did not understand (v. 
17) 
Jesus knew and could read their 
hearts (Heb. 4:13). 
How like the 
disciples of old are we today. 
The disciples had been with Jesus 
a long time and observed his mighty 
acts yet they confused the material 
with the spiritual. 
It was against 
this sort of leaven he warned them, 
rather than some kind of bread. 
We now turn to the third section or 
our lesson, the healing of the blind 
man vv. 22-26. 
There are four cases 
of restored eyesight, mentioned in the 
gospels, three of whom are brought, 
and one came alone. 
In this case 
others bring the man and intercede 
for him (v. 22). 
Last week we ob­ 
served a case of a progressive cure 
and here we have another. 
Jesus led 
the man by the hand outside the vil­ 
lage and making clay with spit.Ie 
opened his eyes. 
Again we would 
emphasize the fact that 
they 
o 
served him, that they might accuse 
him,” and hence every act on each 
separate occasion had a significance 
and a suggestiveness for that partic­ 
ular occasion, a meaning entirely ir­ 
relevant at any other time. W hy this 
man did not see at first we are not 
told but surely ’twas through no fault 
on the part of Jesus. 
Nor was it the 
mere use of the spittle that effected 
the cure, but rather a demonstration 
of the fact that Jesus can heal with 
or without means. 
The Golden Text seems to bo at 
variance with the facts revealed in 
this lesson and yet when we turn 
from examining the disciples wit* 
their lack of perception and from the 
Pharisees whose hard hearts demand­ 
ed a sign and gaze upon Jesus as ne 
deals with these two classes and wi h 
the blind man we see the truth in 
the text, rfle is the Light and by 
his patient dealing, by his rebuke, by 
bls instruction, he led them to th 
light that they might have a tru- 
enderstandiug of life. 
As we. too. follow bim 
we must 
be conscious of our dullness.

YOUNG DRUMMER BOY A HERO 


t Medal of 
Honor 
Awarded to 
Man Scott, Fifteen Years Old, 
y* 
of Vermont. 


The first soldier to win the coveted 
medal of honor was Julian Scott, a 
fifteen-year-old drummer boy in the 
Third Vermont Infantry in 1862. 
The 
act which gained him the medal was 
performed several months before the 
congressional act instituting the re­ 
ward was passed. 
The medal of honor is the highest 
decoration for personal valor awarded 
to the soldiers and sailors of the Unit­ 
ed States. It is to Americans what the 
^ ^ ic tc fia Cross is to the English or the 
Iron brose to the Germans. 
H ie act of congrees ordering 2,000 
of these medals to be prepared was ap­ 
proved by President Lincoln July 12, 
1862, and the first medal was issued 
Uke following year. It was a five-point­ 
ed star of gun metal, tipped with tre­ 
foil, each point containing a victor's 
crown of oak and laurel.

Sam's Magazine, It was worn su sp en d ­ 
ed around the neck and under the cen­ 
te r line of the chin by order of the 
president 
A bowknot of ribbon is

The process of folding an omelet is 
solved when cooked a la paper bag, 
a3 the bag Is well greased and the egg 
m ixture poured in and the bag laid on 
the rack; in five minutes lower the 
heat a little and cook fifteen minutes. 
Any variation may be made, adding 
chopped chicken, ham, 
parsley 
or

A STUDY OF DESSERTS. 


T here are about seven types of des­ 
serts and all 'varieties come under 
one of the types. 
By changing the 
flavor one may have a variety of des­ 
serts with little study in preparation. 
Monotony is the one bugbear of every 
cook. 
If a certain kind of pudding is 
served once a month, there will never 
be an occasion to tire of the same­ 
ness. 
A custard is one type which may be 
varied by different flavors, browning 
the sugar makes a delicious flavoring 
for a custard. 
Melt the sugar after 
browning by adding the silk; stir un­ 
til dissolved, then beat in the eggs 
and put to bake in 
hot w ater. 
A 
grating of nutmeg or vanilla is good 
flavoring for a baked custard. 
Bread puddings are another type, 
and may be varied in flavor by the 
addition of fresh or dried fruit, spices 
or chocolate. 
The foundation ffir all 
such puddings is the same: a pint of 
milk, two eggs, a cup of bread cut in 
cubes and a half cup of sugar. 
Stir 
occasionally while cooking, flavor with 
I chocolate, a square or two, and serve 
I with cream. 
The steamed 
pudding 
is 
another 
-type. 
This may be a simple batter 
I and fresh fruits may be added in lay­ 
ers and steamed; if in cups fifteen to 
twenty minutes; if in a larger mold 
I the tim e for steaming w ill be longer. 
The sauce for a plain pudding with 
fresh fruit is always cream, but when 
spice, chocolate and other flavors are 
used the following sauce 
is better: 
Take two eggs, separate the whites 
from the yolks, and beat well 
^d<l a 
fourth of a cup of sugar ana vanilla 
| to taste. 
Serve uncooked, mixing tho 
I whites lightly, not to lose the air beat­ 
en in. 
A dish of peaches or pears with 
bread and butter la a good dessert, 
but when one wants to piece out the 
I can of peaches and make them serve 
; more, a dessert called Peach Snow­ 
drift may be served, which may 
be 
served with whipped cream and the 
juice of the peaches. 
Cook together 
a cup of milk, two tablespoonfuls of 
flour; cool and fold in the whites of 
four eggs beaten 
stiff. 
Pour 
over 
peaches or pears and serve from the 
dish.
